3. Emmett Echols was in to see me about a letter which had been referred to him 
for comment by the Office of the Director. This letter was from Abbott Washburn of 
£h® Inte rnational Cooperation Administration and proposed a sort of interagency career 
service for those agencies interested in "national security affairs." It referred to the 
Sprague Committee Report, which none of us has seen, and envisaged the rotation of 
selected people among the several agencies . I told him that he should indorse the idea 
but point out the pitfalls if we should encourage people to believe that this was going to 
be done on a very large scale. (Insofar as the Sprague Committee Report is concerned, 
it is my understanding that the Agency has only one copy but that we are printing an- 
other fifty. We will insure that we get one.)
